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DETAILED ACTION 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/19/2004 has been entered and acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 99-113, 166-214 and 216-222 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 99, recites "a new travel reservation is automatically created using the transmitted 
aspects of the trip request". Claim 170 recites "automatically creating the new travel reservation 
in response to the particular traveler's authorization". Claims 187 and 180 recite automatically 
identifying an ending date. Claims 189 and 191 recite automatically identifying a travel 
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duration. Claim 192-197 recite a travel ending date for a new travel reservation. Claim 198 
recites "automatically calculating a travel end date. . .". Claims 202-203 recite automatically 
identifying an ending date. Claims 

204-208 recite automatically identifying a travel duration or duration. Claim 213 recites 
"automatically calculating the travel end date. . .". Claim 216 recites "automatically calculating a 
travel duration for the new travel reservation based on a new travel duration of the displayed past 
travel itinerary". 

These functions are not recited in the specification. The Examiner cannot locate where in 
the applicant's specification that these functions are automatically performed are being 
performed at all.
